WRITING® 

Last issue there was much pressure to write ur Congressmen. The pressure's still on. | see no backing down on FCC intransigeance. 
Many people think a letter to Washington is a waste of time. Nothing cud be more off the target. Congressmen and Senators must 
read their mail. He must keep in tune wid his voters. Besides voting, an equally important duty fer you es me is to communicate 
our views to our elected officials. Many congressmen read their own mail. Sometimes staff members read fer them. As brought 


out at our last RARS meet by our own eloquent C, T, West, identically worded form letters es petitions, long telegrams signed by 
a mob, memos, es other bulk pleas carry little weight in Congress. Such approaches reek of lobbies, ambushes, es boobytraps. 
Some of our Congressmen are ex-Gl's, don't forget. So it's the carefully thot-out, individual letters that electors love to peruse. 
Write to your Congressman as you wud anyone else (on voice, not CW, that is). Clarity, timeliness, sincerity will cut the mus~ 
tard. Make it exactly clear why you feel a certain piece of legislation wud be FB or NG fer ur community, district, or state. Be 
polite. Getting mad at the Congressman is no way to do. Threats, abuse, even in this day, simply antagonize. Congressmen are 
not hippies --- yet, anyway, es hopefully never. Public officials need no reminder that you as a voter have clout. Now if your 
representative votes or acts on a measure that pleases you, write es thank him. That's your after-action report, important fer 
future forays. Compliments to hard-working officials are all too rare. The ole Army game. When the Congressman answers ur 
mail es it's in perfunctory style, write agn fer more hot poop. Make him write as you did. Try to pin him down on issues. This 
follow-up action is vy important. Be indefatigable in the pursuit. Remember ole Stonewall. We have a glorious heritage. Re- 
member the Shenandoah, the Alamo. Refer to bills by number, not only to pin matters down but to give your Congressman's staff 
a break. The earlier you write on pending legislation, the btr chance fer serious consideration. Send a copy of your letter to 
the Chairman of the committee or subcom to which it was referred. This may just help fer a bill to be approved in order that it 
may be voted upon by the full body (House or Senate).
